“Barring flagrant and_inten- 
tional violations, I am in favor of 
over-looking back court violations, 
and violations away from. the 
ball.” said Inman, adding, “Fouls 
against. players who are shooting 
have a definite effect on the out- 
come of. a game and should be 
ealled closely.”’ 


No Bonus Rule 


Commenting on the controver- 
sial bonus shot rule, which gives 
the shooter an extra throw pro- 


_ viding he makes the first one, In- 


man said, “Basically, I am for go- 
‘ing back and playing the game 
about the way we did about six 
years ago with no bonus rule.’ 
He added that, “Many times under 
the present rules a team will make 
more points from their free throws 
than they will from field goals.” 

It has been suggested that the 
height of the goals be raised in 
order to cut down the advantage 
of the exceptionally tall player. 
Regarding this Inman said, “I see 
no reason why we should try to 
handicap the tall man.” “In 
reality, in many coaches estima- 
tion, the smaller man would be the 
most severly handicapped.” he ad- 
ded. 


Keep Zone Defense 


Also, some basketball coaches 
think that zone defense should be 
eliminated because it slows up the 
game. Inman sees “no reason why 
zone defense should be eliminated 
any more than that the curved ball 
should be outlawed to the pitcher 
in baseball.” 

In conclusion Inman summed 
up his views: “Let’s not tamper 
too much with a game that has 
gotten along so well for so many 
years, Any changes that are made 
should be carefully thought over 
before any decisions are made. If 
we can get a consistent interpret- 


ation of rules throughout the. — 


country I think we will tend to 
eliminate the major source of bas- 
ketball problems.”

Colored TV In 
Homes By 1957 


Colored television in the aver- 
age home by 1957 is the expecta- 
tion of CBS-TV officials accord- 
ing to the young college drama 
major who guided members of the 
SAC Press Club through Tele- 
vision City in Hollywood last Sat- 
urday. : 

The. completely self-contained 
building has about ten million 
dollars in electronics equipment, 
which is rapidly being increased as 
the plant is converted to colored 
TV. Television City was designed 
so that it can expand outward and 
upward. It now has four studios 
ae 20 more can be added as need 
ed: 

Ordinary TV cameras cost $16,- 
000, cameras for colored TV cost 
$67,000. The building is air con- 
ditioned to take care of the heat 
produced by spotlights during a 
color telecast, which produces 
three times the 114 degree heat of 
an ordinary telecast. The refriger- 
ation system in the building can 
produce up to 770 tons of ice per 
hour.

Santa Ana was the victim in the 
64-60 upset which cracked a 24 
game losing string for the Bengal 
hoopmen, and gave them their 

t conference win in two years. 

This game marked the first 
time_ this season that neither of 
the Don scoring aces, Jim Stanley, 
or Chuck Lewis, could tally a 
double-figured total, with the ex- 

‘ception of a Chaffey Tourna- 
ment game in which Stanley did 
not play. Lewis registered only 9 
and Stanley 7 on the Riverside 
court. 

Lee Mathews, who started the 
season as Inman’s number one 
sub, took scoring laurels for the 
Don cagers with 13. Erroll Peter- 
sen and Jim Steffen registered 12 
apiece. 

Fullerton Jinx Broken 


A seven year-jinx was finally 
cracked by the Dons hoopsters on 
the Andrews’ Gym hardwood last 
Thursday. 


For the first time since 1947 
SAC conquered a Fullerton bas- 
ketball power. The 62-57 win was 
accomplished in high style by Stu 
Inman’s cagers. 

___ Midway in the first half they 
stole the lead from the Hornets 
and never gave it back. After a 
nervous first few minutes Del 
Garrett, Chuck Lewis, and Jim 
Stanley’ finally found the range, 
and by half-time had built a 35- 
30 margin for the Dons. 

In the second half Lee Mathews 
and Erroll Petersen added their 
scoring talents. While the Hornets 
were busy worrying about the 
seams of their striped stockings 
‘the SAC quintet busied themselves 
with spreading the score. With 
less than half the final period re- 
maining, the Dons had sécured a 
‘15 point edge. 

Two damaging blows, the re- 
moval of Lewis and Petersen one 
right after the other, hampered 
the smooth functioning of Inman’s 
crew in the final five minutes.

plug and Petersen the main ball- 
pay vores until they were sent out 
on fouls. ; 

Fullerton went-right to work on 
the Dons’ weakened club and 
came within 3 points of closing the 
gap. But three consecutive free 
throws, two on a personal foul and 
one on a_ technical, dropped 
through by Stanley for the SAC
